He was asked about the possi­ 
bility of a ceasefire being worked 
out between the Red Chinese and 
the Nationalists.

recognize Red China. 
The fact that the Red Chinese! 
have overwhelming control of tile 
mainland, plus the shaky National-! 
ist leadership of Chiang Kai-Shek, i 
phi- the dubious policy of risking a 
major war for the sake of Form osa 
all contributed to the P resident’s 
thinking. 
Secretary 
of State 
Dulles has 
leaned toward this view for some 
tim e. Eisenhower him self has come 
round to it more recently. 
But he I 
ha- long been convinced — even 
before he becam e President of the: 
United States — that this country! 
could 
not afford to get bogged 
down in w ar with China. 
The Eisenhower strategy will be 
to grant recognition if the Reds cut 
out 
their 
propaganda 
attacks 
against the USA, agree lo a cease­ 
fire and agree to respect the right 
of the Nationalists to m aintain a 
separate China on Form osa. 
All the above is one reason why 
Sen. William 
Knowland of Cali­ 
fornia has been running down to 
the White House two or three tim es 
a 
week lately. He 
suspects that 
this shift is in the wind and has 
been doing his best to stop it. 
In doing so, he has one potent, 
im portant ally—Red China 
itself. 
Communist Chinese leaders have 
become 
so cocky, 
so overconfi­ 
dent, so brazen about having the 
West on the run, 
that they 
may 
thumb their noses at any sort of 
agreement even if they get recog­ 
nition in return. 
EDEN S" GREAT AMBITION 
Foreign M inister Anthony Eden 
may have jettisoned his great am ­ 
bition to succeed Winston Church­ 
ill as prim e m inister of England by 
his IOO per cent support of the USA 
over Formosa. 
Im m ediately after President Eis­ 
enhower asked for his joint resolu­ 
tion giving him a free hand around 
the Form osan straits, Eden cam e 
out 
with a public 
statem ent en­ 
dorsing Ike 
This unprecedented 
gesture had been arranged in ad­ 
vance with John Foster Dulles to 
give 
vigorous AI lier I 
support to 
the President’s m essage. 
But after the British began tak ­ 
ing a good look at the joint resolu­ 
tion. even E den’s enthusiasm cool­ 
ed while other British politicoes 
boiler!. 
For the joint resolution 
would permit the United States to 
drop the A bomb on the Chinese 
mainland without a declaration of 
war even if China only concentrat­ 
ed troops opposite Form osa.

WASHINGTON (IP — The Agri­ 
culture Department hopes to dis­ 
pose of a large share of American 
wheat, corn and dairy surpluses 
by .setting up, for the first time 
in history, 
its own 
stockpile of 
strategic materials. 
Under a new 
plan, announced 
late Tuesday, the I'SDA will trade 
the surplus commodities for a list 
of 
30 
materials 
which 
will 
be 
stored by the Commodity Credit 
Corporation. 
In the past the I ’SDA has traded 
surplus foods for foreign-produced 
stockpiling items only it another 
U. S. government agency contract­ 
ed to buy the 
so-called 
critical 
goods. 
The m aterials the CCC is au­ 
thorized to stockpile include baux­ 
ite, cobalt, iodine, lead, tin, zinc, 
magnesium. 
mercury. 
nickel, 
opium, platinum and tantalite.

be exported only to “selected coun­ 
tries.”
